The LA-SD via the Inland Empire 
Section of the HST System selected by the Authority and Federal Railroad Administration (FRA) generally 
follows the Union Pacific Railroad (UPRR) Riverside/Colton corridor between LA Union Station and March 
Air Reserve Base (ARB). From March ARB to Mira Mesa the selected Interstate 215/Interstate 15 (1-215/1-15) 
alignment generally follows the 1-215 and then the 1-15 corridor to Mira Mesa. There are two alignment 
options along Carroll Canyon and Miramar Road that would directly serve downtown San Diego. Both 
alignment options between Mira Mesa and San Diego are preferred for further investigation. Through an 
early agency outreach process, additional alternative project alignments were identified for consideration 
in the project EIR/EIS process, which include alternatives to the UPRR Riverside/Colton alignment along 
the Metrolink, I-10, 1-605, Holt Avenue and State Route 60 corridors; an alternative alignment along the 1-15 
corridor through San Bernardino and Riverside County, and an alternative alignment west of the University 
City corridor in San Diego County. Preparation of the LA-SD HST project EIR/EIS will identify and evaluate 
reasonable and feasible site-specific alignment alternatives and station locations, and evaluate the impacts 
from construction, operation, and maintenance of the HST System along the UPRR/l-215/1-15 corridor 
from Los Angeles to San Diego. The Authority is issuing the NOP to solicit public and agency input into the 
development of the scope of the EIR and to advise the public that outreach activities will be conducted 
by the Authority and its representatives in the preparation of the joint EIR/EIS. The FRA, an operating 
administration with the United States Department of Transportation, will serve as federal lead agency for 
the federal environmental review process, complying with the National Environmental Policy Act (NEPA). The 
FRA has responsibility for oversight of the safety of railroad operations, including the safety of any proposed 
High-Speed Train System. The FRA also has responsibility for providing federal funding for intercity passenger 
rail capital investments including high-speed rail. The FRA will publish a Notice of Intent (NOI) in the Federal 
Register, announcing the agency’s intention to initiate the federal environmental review process for this 
Section of the HST System.

The purpose of the EIR/EIS process is to explore in a public setting the effects of the proposed project on the 
physical, human, and natural environment. Impact areas to be addressed include transportation; safety and 
security; land use and zoning; land acquisition, displacements and relocations; cumulative and secondary 
impacts; agricultural land impacts; cultural resources, including impacts on historical and archaeological 
resources and parklands/recreation areas; neighborhood compatibility and Environmental Justice; natural 
resource impacts including air quality, wetlands, water resources, noise, vibration, energy, and wildlife and 
ecosystems, including endangered species. Measures to avoid, minimize, and mitigate all adverse impacts 
will be identified and evaluated.

Mesa the selected Interstate 215/ 
Interstate 15 (1-215/1-15) alignment 
generally follows the 1-215 and then 
the 1-15 corridor to Mira Mesa. There 
are two alignment options along 
Carroll Canyon and Miramar Road 
that would directly serve downtown 
San Diego. Both alignment options 
between Mira Mesa and San Diego 
are preferred for further investigation. 
Through an early agency outreach process, additional alternative project alignments 
were identified for consideration in the project EIR/EIS process, which include 
alternatives to the UPRR Riverside/Colton alignment along the Metrolink, 1-10, 1-605, 
Holt Avenue and State Route 60 corridors; an alternative alignment along the 1-15 
corridor through San Bernardino and Riverside County, and an alternative alignment 
west of the University City corridor in San Diego County. Preparation of the LA-SD 
HST System project EIR/EIS will identify and evaluate reasonable and feasible site- 
specific alignment alternatives and station locations, and evaluate the impacts from 
construction, operation, and maintenance of the HST System. The Authority is issuing 
the NOP to solicit public and agency input into the development of the scope of the 
EIR and to advise the public that outreach activities will be conducted by the Authority 
and its representatives in the preparation of the joint EIR/EIS. The NOP, NOI, public 
scoping meeting dates and locations are available at www.cahighspeedrail.ca.gov.
